IK E GRMH. FUR 


FRESNO, 
Aug. 
5.—Peach growers 
will not be required to furnish sacks 
for delivering peach pits to the Gov­ 
ernment, according 
to 
the 
United 
States artily announcement made tyere 
last night. A conference was called 
at the offices of the California Peach 
Growers, Inc., and First 
Lieutenant 
la ste r H. Eastin explained the entire 
situation 
satisfactorily. 
Lieutenant 
Eastin is 
with 
the 
United 
States 
Chemical War Service, 
which 
some 
time ago announced that the Govern­ 
ment would pay $7.50 a ton for peach 
pits. 
Shortly after 
the 
announce­ 
ment, the farmers discovered that the 
cost of sacks would almost equal the 
price received for the pits, and some 
of them were not inclined to deliver 
their supply. 
The Government will now accept all 
peach pits delivered 
at 
the 
ware­ 
houses of the California Peach Com­ 
pany or the California Packing Cor­ 
poration and a few other places spe­ 
cified, and will pay the $7.50. 
This 
is considered good remuneration com­ 
pared with the old price of a dollar 
or two a ton for fuel. 
Any kind of 
a container will do, as the Govern­ 
ment will move the pits in bulk 
in 
freight 
cars. 
For 
convenience 
of 
handling at the warehouses, the pits 
may be brought in sacks, picking 
or 
sweat boxes. 
“The facts for the 
grower to re­ 
member,” said Lieutenant Eastin, “are 
that the l)li(’e is I"-50 L'er tonl *hat 
the United States wants all the pits, 
and that it will commandeer them lf 
necessary, even to the smallest quan­ 
tities. 
It is a patriotic duty to deliv­ 
er them, and the use of the pits will 
save uncounted lives in the w’ar. 
“Peach pit and cocoanut hull char­ 
coal are twice as efficacious as ordin­ 
ary charcoal in 
the 
soldiers 
gas 
mask. We owe it to him to make the 
mask as good as possible.” 
The United States has also under­ 
taken to furnish the special charcoal 
to the Allies.

PSYCHOLOGY HELPS 
W1N-THE-WAR SPIRIT 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
I.—Uncle 
Sam lias been using "applied psychol­ 
ogy” to get all the American people 
to realize that they are in the war up 
to their necks. 
With the actual fighting 3,000 miles 
away. it was hard to make a prosper­ 
ous farmer, merchant or lawyer in 
the West, Middle West or even along 
the Atlantic seaboard realize just how 
deeply America was~committed to this 
war. And until all the 
people 
fully 
realized that it was an enterprise 
which might drain the bottom dollar 
and the last man, they would not, so 
Uncle Sam reasoned, be so grimly in 
earnest and so eager to give until it 
hurt, as if they had the right view of 
Hie situation. 
Justice Brandeis of 
the 
supreme 
court is credited in Washington with 
having given Uncle Sam {he psychol­ 
ogy of “hunch.” 
At any rate, it has 
been used and is being used with good 
effect. 
Last winter when the coal shortage 
was so acute, there w«» much talk 
about a "psychological famine.” When 


folks found they couldn’t buy coal, in 
the United States 
of 
America, the 
greatest coal country 
In 
the world, 
they rather realized they were in a 
war. 
And an order was issued that 
churches must close. When you close 
a church to save coal, you start a 
preacher 
thinking. 
A 
good 
many 
American preachers figured that if the 
situation was so serious as that, it 
was time they began preaching about 
the war a bit. 
And today hundreds, 
even thousands of them, who were 
not saying much about the fight, sim­ 
ply keeping away from mention of it 
because they thought it their job to 
provide a contrast, are dinning war 
and victory into their people's ears, 
and are proving excellent aids in whip­ 
ping the war spirit to the necessary 
fervor. 
This is one example. Other orders 
and moves the public didn't quite un­ 
derstand were partly designed to have 
the same effect. 
That they have had 
it is evidenced by President Wilson’s 
recent statements that the American 
people are now in thorough harmony 
on the war, and are in it to a victor­ 
ious finish.
